Last Winter. 


About 
6:30 o'clock on Thursday 
on 


morning 
while one of the section 


hands of the Northwestern road was 
crossing the bridge south of '.he city 
he discovered what lie thought to be 
the body of a man lying i" the river 
not far from the bridge. 
He hurried

No 
money was found, but in one of the 
pockets was a time check made out to 
John Olson, which made it evident 
that this was the man's name. The 
name at the bottom of the check was 
that of V. Hanson, who had charge 
of a part of the grading on the North- 
western road. The date on the check 
was October 28th, 1M1. 


As soon as the man's name became 


known it was discovered that he had 
boarded at Nate Anderson's place on 
the west side. 
Henry Steam, of 


Arpin, was also in the city that morn- 
ing. 
Mr. Stcarn had been cook in 


camp No. 5, where Olcson had been 
working during the last summer and 
he helped to identify the dead man. 


A jury was impanelled and after in- 


vestigating all the evidence they ren- 
dered their verdict to the cfiect that 
the deceased had come to his death on 
or about the 6th of December from 
causes unknown. 


There had been some talk of foul 


play in connection with the man's, 
death, as it was reported that he had 
had considerable money at one time.

ceptible to treatment which will ma- 
terially benefit it. but such adv.-uKa-'c 
is merely temporary. 
Once a year,' at 


least, the road is "workcd"~that is 'the 
old. worn-out dirt which hns squeezed 
out at the edges of (lie road is turned 
back into the beaten track with (he 
road machine or 
with 
plows 
and 


scrapers. Sometimes, gravel is dumped 
into the hollows and low places, but 
this practice has almost ceased since 
tiie advent of the road machine. 
In 


cither case the result is the same. For 
a lime, the road is soft and rulfv: then 
it hardens down into a semblance of 
what n road should be. but its surface 
soon works up into dust in the heat of 
the summer sun. or changes into deep 
mud under the influence of even tran- 
sitory showers. Travel over such roads 
ns are found In every part of the Uni- 
ted States, is. at almost any time of 
year, a matter of discomfort.

In both, the up- 
per surfaces are exactly alike. 


In making a macadam road, the first 


and most important requisite is that 
the stone used he of good 
quality. 


While it is true that the softer, brittler 
material will break more easily aiid 
pack more quickly, it is also uue that it 
will wear out much faster, besides hav- 
ing a greater tendency to "rut." There 
are several agencies which must be 
considered in making the road. Frost, 
water, wind, the grinding of the par- 
ticles against each other from the im- 
pact of wagon tires or the feet of ani- 
mals, and atmospheric conditions of 
all sorts, come in for attention in ob- 
taining best results. It is therefore 
necessary that tiie stones with which 
the roads are surfaced be such as are 
least liable to be affected by these con- 
ditions. 


Granite is undesirable, for the reason 


that, of the three parts which compose 
It, one is brittle, the second of a quickly 
decomposing 
nature, and 
the 
third 


scaly. Varieties of slate stones make a 
smooth surface which is easily affected 
by water, sandstones :;re utterly use- 
less and the soft limestones not much 
better. The harbor varieties of lime- 
stone are very good. 


The very best material for surfacing 


a macadam road is, fortunately, often 
closely 
at hand. 
Trap-rock,"cobble- 


stones and "niggerheads," when prop- 
erly broken, are unexcelled for this 
purpose, in fact, are unequalled. These 
particles, when rolled thoroughly, con- 
solidate 
into 
a hard, smooth crust 


which is impervious to water and their 
"dust" Is so heavy that It does not read- 
ily wash or blow away.

roads, however, the question of econo- 
my usually forces the use of the ma- 
terials at hand, whatever their quality. 
Often field stone and stone gathered 
from the beds of creeks are quite de- 
sirable, as many of them are of the 
•rap-rock variety. In addition, they are 
usually of a size convenient for hand- 
ing or breaking. It is a comparatively 
simple task to break stone nowadays.

But whether broken by hand or ma-

fused to qualify, owing to a pressure 
of other business. When he did fill 
an office it was with the same careful 
attention that marked all his business

tions, apparently trying to attract at- 
tention.

vest had been discovered on the 
bridge. The young fellow- was won- 
dermg whether the clothes belonged 
to some person who had met with an 
accident or whether they were the 
property of one of the trainmen 


While the matter was being dis- 


cussed Henry Pace happened along 
and together the men took the clothes 
to the Green Bay depot, to see -'f they 
could te identified as belonging to the 
trainmen. 


When the clothes were examined at 


rne depot a receipt was found in one

There were no bruises or marks on

strange for some time past, and while 
he was never violent, it had been the 
intention to have him examined and 
make an attempt to do something 
that would be beneficial to his mental 
condition. 


The deceased was 45 years of asre 


having been born in July, 1856 
He 


was a native of Canada, and came to 
this country first some twenty-four 
years ago, but had not lived here con- 
tinuously haying gone back to his 
native country several times. He had 
been employed by theCentralia Hard- 
ware company for some time oast and 
was a faithful employe uritil his mind 
oecome aeraaged a few days back 


He leaves a wife and one child, a bov 


four years old. 
He also has twb 


brotners living here, they being Saul 
and George Preston. He was a mem- 
ber of the Modern Woodmen lodge of 
this city, in which organization he 
carried an insurance of SlOOO. 


The funeral occurred on Wednesday 


afternoon from the Methodist church. 
Rev. W. A. Peterson officiating, and a 
large concourse of people followed the 
remains to their last resting pla-e

Date Fixed for the Inauguration 


of President of the New 


Republic. 


"Washington. D. C., March 23.—The 


birthday of a republic was decided 
at the wfaitfe. house last night. At din- 
ner, President Roosevelr. on behalf of 
ihe United States, and Seuor Estrada 
Palaia, tae President-elect of Cuba, 
agreed upon May 20 as the date for the 
inaguratioa of President Palma and the 
C-uban republic. 
The withdrawal of the American araiy 


•will begin at once from tkat time, :ttitl 
there will be left on the island only a 
small force of American soldiers, barely 
sufljcieat to do ordinary police work. 
President Roosevelt will at once 
a- 
nouaee this decision to Congress In <^e 
form of a special message, lu this me^ 
sage he wiif announce ihe agreement uy- 
ou May ^u. three weeks later than had 
been Intended originally. Ke will sug- 
gest that Congress acquiesce in Ms ac- 
tion in soase way, and be may also sug- 
gest the sending of seme special rt-pre- j 
sentative from this government to be 
present at the creation of the ne-.v re- 
public. 
The special message will also ask lor 


emergency legislation giving Mm author- 
ity to establish a legation at Havana and 
to appoint a diplomatic representative 
with.'the rank of a fully-equipped envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotenti- 
ary. 
This action is particularly neces- 
sary because the Plait amendment must 
be put in the form of a treaty, and sub- 
sequent to that. If the pending reciprocity 
legislation goes through, as is now prac- 
tically certain, a special treaty for a 
close commercial relation with the Unit- 
ed States must be negotiated in advance 
of all treaties ifirfi other nations. 
Xo other countries will recognize tlie 


independence of Cuba until the United 
States has done so. and our minister will 
be the first to present his credentials at 
the Presidt-nt's palace in Havana. This 
Is necessary because the great nations 
assume that a protectorate exists in Cuba 
until the United States ends it by send- 
ing a diplomatic representative there, 
•which wi:l be notice to the world that 
the United States acknowledges the inde- 
pendence of Cuba.

Henry Stearn, of 


Arpin. was also in the city that morn- 
ing. Mr. Stearn had been cook in 
camp No. 5, where Oleson had been 
working- during the last summer and 
he helped to identify the dead man. 


A jury was impanelled and after in- 


vestigating all the evidence they ren- 
dered their verdict to the enect that 
the deceased had come to his death on 
or about the 6th of December from 
causes unknown.

If it be a 
general election these words are to follow: the voter if he wishes to vote for 
all the candidates nominated by any party should make a cross mark X under 
the partv designation printed at the top of the ballot in the circle made for 
that pur'pose. A ballot so marked, and having no other mark, will be counted 
for all the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the 
names of some of the candidates of the party have been erased or a cross mark 
be placed in the square under the name or at any place in the space occupied 
bv the name7>r names of candidates in another column, and will-be counted 
for anr name written in lieu of one erased- If Jbhe .voter wishes to vote for 
some of the candidates of different political parties; he should make- a cross

The electrograph of Professor I/an- 


cetta is now at work in several Italian 
observatories. It consists of an ele- 
vated wire or antenna, connected to 
earth thru a roherer, which is affected 
bv electrical disturbances in the air, 
and acts upon a recording apparatus. 
A lightning flash, for example, causes 
the coherer to rinjc a bell and make a 
pencil mark upon a revolving clock 
dial. With an antenna forty 
feet 


high on an elevation without surround- 
ing obstacles a thunder-storm can be 
detected more than sixty miles away, 
and the apparatus is expected to do 
valuable service in signaling hail- 
storms, so much dreaded by Italian 
yine-growers.
